Eaton, former •president and chairman of 
die board of Twin Falls Bank &. Trust, was 
a 'rancher and was active during his career 
,_in many civic and private organizations, in-, 
eluding the University of Idaho Board of 
Regenus and the Idaho State Board of Edu- 
cation. Idaho Bankers Association. Idaho 
and American Cattlemen's Associations, 
Twin Falls County Fair Board, Kiwanis 
Club, Sliriners and numerous others. 

He is survived by his wife. Wilma; 


daughter, Georgina; and son. Curtis li. 
Eaton. 

Eaton joined the Twin Falls Bank ct 
Trust, of which his father, the late Harry 
Eaton, w;is president in 1957. Before join- 
ing the bank. Etilon had lieen a rtuicher for 
17 years. 

When his father died in 1972, Eaton be- 
came president of die hank and guided it 
through a period when a number of agricul- 
tural lenders across the nation were failing. 
He .scrvctl as jiresidcni of the institution un-. 
til 1985 wheii.his son...Curtis.il.£aioii, suc- 
ceeded him. He stepped aside as president 
partly to keep the bank moving on "an or- 
derly course in the years to come," he said. 

He retained his positions as chairman of 
the botird and chief c.xccuiivc officer of die 
bank. 

Fniton- formed his banking pliilosophy 


during die Great Depression and credited it, 
along with understanding the cssdmially 
conservative nature of the people bf the 
Magic Valley, with guiding him irt han- 
dling the bank's affairs. He considered hi.s. 
family^s long association with dip bank ns 
one of the institution's strong points. He 
never forgot that the bank’s tradition was in 
agricultural lending. 

"The bunk started out primarily, as an 
agricultural bank and lending institution 
and we consider ourselves still to be that by 
virtue of tlic-faci that whatever wc do in die 
Magic Valley is certainly well-based on 
what happens to agriculture,” he said in a 
1983 interview.

Gorbachev hints at accepting Germany as NATO member

MOSCOW — Soviet President Mikhail S. 
Gorbachev, emerging from a morning of 
talks with West German Chancellor Helmut 
Kohl, hinted strongly Sunday that Moscow 
is ready to accept NATO membership for a 
united Gcnnany. 

“In the Eu-St-Wcsl context in general, 
much of importance has happened in the pa.st 
months' (and) thi.s new context opens the pos- 
sibility for new understandings," Gorbachev 
-^old-o^roup-ofWepqrters-travelitig-vritHvohH 
when asked about his sLihce on the issue. 

Later, in an interview with West Gennan 
television, Kohl predicted that a break- 
dirough was imminent. .

Critics say government delaying bad S&L news 


WASHINGTON (AP) -- Changes 
in how the government reports on 
the health of the savings and loan in- 
dustry amount to "spin control" de- 
signed to minimize the frequency 
with which bad news is delivered to 
the public, economists say. 

Office of Thrifi Supervision offi- 
ciols say they plan to begin reporting 
financial data only for solvent, pri- 
vately owned savings institutions. 
Information on failed but siill-opcr- 
nting thrifis controlled by. the gov- 
ernment will.be reported later by a 
separate agency, the Resolution 
Trust Corp. 

Also, statistics on deposits and 
..withdrawals -ul l}uifl..msiitutionSv 
.which previously had been released 
monthly, wilt be put out ouartcriy. 
They will be released at tnc same 
time as information on S&L profits 
and losses, which has always come 
out quarterly. 

Economists complain that the 
changes will make it more difficult 
for financiat analysts, journalists and 
the public to interpret the condition 
of the industry as a whole in a time- 
ly manner. 


"They're making it more difficult 
for' fhc markets to get nnd dissemi- 
nate vital information." said 
economist Martin Regalia of the Na- 
tional Council of Savings Institu- 
tions. "That doesn't make sense." 

"Data is best when it's reported us 
fully us possible, us accurately as 
possible and us timely os possible," 
Regalia said last week. "Whut 
they're doing here is making infor- 
mation less timely, and I- think 
there's no cxcu.se for that,” 

Even though the thrifi office col- 
lects financial information from both 
solvent •snd insolvent S&Ls, it will 
rcloy the information on the foiled 
JliriOsjp tl\c Resolution Trust Corp.. 
'which manages those institutions 
until it cun sell or close them. 

Financiul analysts said it is valid 
for some purposes to look at .solvent 
and government-controlled S&Ls 
separately. However, they point out 
that the government-controlled 
thrifis remain open and compete 
agajnst the rest of the industry to at- 
tract deposits. 

"Looking at them together is im- 
! portiint becnu.se ... they ore all doing 


the same thing — they arc both 
making mortgages and taking de- 
posits," >said Robert Lilon of the 
Brookings Institution, a Washington 
think lank. 

"Bv just reporting dotu on the 
healthy port of the industry ... (regu- 
lators) can report a number that says 
the thrifi industry is earning money, 
when it isn’t. !i’s spin control." he 
said. 

Thrift office Director Timothy 
Ryan defended the reporting 
changes, 

“It’s more appropriate for the 
RTC to put. out informotion on con- 
servatorship institutions • because • 
they ore the conscrvptor." Ryan said. ' 

Thrifi office officlols olso soid the 
switch to quarterly reporting of de- 
posit flows will save money and re- 
duce errors, 

"Some of the monthly numbers 
arc subject to so many rcsioiemcnts 
... that they’re ju.st not rclioblc and 
it's better to put them out quoncrly." 
Ryan said. 

Although the repons will be is- 
.sued less frequently, the information 
will still be avoiiable monthly to 


those who ask. he said. 

But Den. Ely, a fiiumcial insiitu-. 
lions analyst in Alexandria, Va.. said 
“They’re trying to be the good new.s 
boys. ... They’re treating the insol- 
vent thrifts os if they hod leprosy 
and pushing them out of sight." 

Although regulators did not li.st 
worry over deposit nins o.<t u rcu.son 
for the new repbning procedures, 
Liton said he suspects that i.s a fac- 
tor. 

The policy shift follows o long 
lapse in renoning by the thrift office. 
At this point in past years, the agen- 
cy normally would have issued 
monthly deposit flow repons cunent 
through May. And it would have is- 
sued a profit or loss statement for 
the January-March quuncr.

The United Auto Workers union begins talks Wednesday at Gener- 
al Motors Corp., Thursday at Ford Motor Co. and Friday at Chrysler 
Corp. The three national contracts covering more than 450,000 auto 
workers expire at midnight, Sept. 14, the first time in 1 1 years that all 
three expire at the same time. Each of the Big Three is cutting costs, 
and it's likely the union will be asked to pay a greater share of rising 
health and retirement benefits. Before benefits, an average UAW as- 
sembler is paid nearly SI 5 an hour.

The current Philippines govern- 
ment has sued Wcstinghousc. alleg- 
ing it built a plant that could not be 
operated. 

"They said they want me to come 
and bring all my documchi.s. 1 don't 
really know what this is all obout.” 
Mrs. Morcos told The Associolcd 
Press on Saturday, during a porty 
.she organized to thank jurors from 
her trial.

Today this mistake wouldn't bother me as 
much b^au-se I'd be better able to put it in 
perspective.

Well, wc con all relax. Science is coming to 
the rescue. A report in The New England 
Journal of Medicine says diat repeated injec- 
tions of human growth hormone have re- 
versed some of the effects of oging in a dozen 
elderly men. In other words, any moment now 
people' will start living forever. Clearly an icc- 
cold drink from the fountain of youth will 
soon be available olong with lottery tickets at 
your local convenience store. 

What does this mean? It means that every- ' 
one except the very wealthy will have to work ^ 
forever because it will be impossible for the 
rest of us to save enough money for rctircr ’ . J 
ment. It means your boss will.nevcr die so 
you con never get his Job. 

It means your rich uncle will live forever, : 
and he'll need every cent of his fortune to 
maintain his lifestyle, so you won't get any of 
it. 

And it means that the current generation of 
Americans will be able to pay off the savings' 
and loan debacle after all. So cheer up.

Cambodian ^errillas 
inake major militaiy gains 


“RATIONAL HIGHWAYX’Cam:" 
bodia (AP) — GucrriUas have seized 
hundreds of villages and military po- 
sitions in northern Cambodia, forc- 
ing the army to fall back and defend 
besieged provincial capitals. 

Evidence of the most significant 
guerrilla gains in more than 1 1 years 
of fighting was clear during a five- 
week trip with the insurgents lhat 
covered 450 miles. 

TTic three-party guerrilla coalition, 
which includes the Communist 
Khmer Rouge, controls large areas 
of ihe-north nnd northwest The in^ 
surgents arc shelling and launehing 
commando raids on key provincial 
capitals. 

Senior guerrilla commanders say 
the attacks arc in preparation for 
full-scale assaults on the cities of 
Kompong Thom and Siem Reap, 
and the ancient temples of Angkor 
near Siem Reap. 

During the trip, hundreds of gov- 
ernment artillery shells imd rockets 
landed daily, shaking the paddies of 
a beautiful rice-growing region en- 
gulfed by war. 

Debris from bridges blown up by 
guerrillas littered highways. Tlie 
jungle fighters set up ambushcs.to 
attack convoys trying to resupply 
forward government outposts de- 
fending the major urban areas. 

Guerrilla medics trained in China 
ran field hospitals, dressing wounds 
and amputating limbs. 

As the guerrillas advance, the 


world seeks a political solution and 
worries that the Khmer Rouge, 
whose bloody regime was over- 
thrown by a Vietnamese invasion in 
December 1978, may regain power. 
More than a million Comt^ions. 
were killed or died of starvation dur- 
ing years of Khmer Rouge rule. 

Khmer Rouge commanders ex- 
pressed confidence they would cap- 
ture Phnom Penh, the Cambodian 
capital. They used maps to illustrate 
encirclement from the north, south 
and west — similar to the strategy in 
.1975,'whcn the Khmer Rouge de- 
feated the U.S.-backed government 
of President Lon NqI. 

The trip, with an escort of guerril- 
las loyal to Prince Norodom Si- 
hanouk, leader of the coalition, be- 
gan on the Thai border and covered 
three northern provinces. Included 
was a 30-milc stretch of National 
Highway 6, a government lifeline to 
outlying provinces, now in guerrilla 
han^. 

It provided the first independent 
confirmation of the guerillas* claims 
that they have advanced deep inside 
the country. 

Thousands of Sihanouk's guerril- 
las were seen lounging in villages, 
shopping in bustling markets and 
manning lines around Kompong 
Thom, which they said was their 
next target. 

Kompong Tliom, a strategic cross- 
roads city, i.s 90 miles north of Ph- 
nom Penh.

Primitive tribe of 169 lives in Vietnam 

BANGKOK, Thailand — A primitive tribe of 169 people whose 
land was bombed by U.S. planes during the Vietnam War is living 
deep in caves in the jungles of central Vietnam, state media said Sun- 
day. 

Members of the Rue tribe wear loincloths made of tree bark and 
"still retain almost intact the main attibutes of cavemen," the ofTicial 
Vietnam News Agency said. It said the tribe lives in the central 
province of Quang Binh. Tlie Rue, it said, have dark complexions and 
kinky hair — unlike the Chinese-lookingvmajority ethnic group — but 
their history remains a mystery. 

.-China-mine-explosion kills 45, hurts 11 

BEIJING — An explosion at a coal mine in northeast China killed 

' 45 miners and injured 1 '! , news reports said Sunday. 

The cause of Friday’s blast nt the mine in Shandong province was 
not immediately clear, according to a provincial radio report carried 
by the monitoring service of the British Broadcasting Co. 

Rescue workers managed to pull 56 people alive from the mine in 
central Shandong's Xinwen county, 90 miles south of the provinciol 
capital of Jinan. Five of the injured were in serious condition, the re- 
port said. 

Munich terrorist allegedly sheltered 

WEST BERLIN — A West Berlin newspaper said Sunday that a 
terrorist suspected of involvement in the 1972 Munich Olympic.^ mas- 
sacre of Israeli athletes is living in East Germany. 

The Berliner Morgcnposi said the intcmationally sought terrorist, 
known as Abu Daoud, had lived in the East Berlin Palost Hotel for 
several years until mid-1988. The report said he is still believed to be 
somewhere in East Berlin. 

An East German Interior Ministry spokesman said' Sunday his of- 
fice was investigating the report, but had no other comment. 

Man attempts 2nd Niagra Falls plunge 

NIAGARA FALLS, Ontario — A daredevil who went over Nia- 
gara Falls in a barrel in 1985 tried again Sunday but low water strand- 
ed his barrel at the brink of the falls, police said. 

■ The barrel carrying Dave Munday, 53. stopped a foot before the 

• brink of the 176-foot Horseshoe Falls on the Canadian side of the Ni- 

• agara River. Police used a crane to fish the daredevil and his barrel 
out of the river rapids. 

Niagara Parks Police, who patrol the park along the Canadian side 
of the twin waterfalls, said Monday's barrel was dropped into the riv- 
er about 660 feet upstream of the 1 lorseshoc Falls about 4:40 a.m.

The guidelines for radio and tele- 
vision arc currently set by a state 
committee. 

Until now, only groups approved 
by a stale committee received access 
to Soviet television and ns a result, 
the Communist Party received large 
segments of time on tiic airwaves. 

The decree emphasized that mo- 
nopolizing "air rime by this or that 
party, political enrrem or group," 
was not pemii.ss.'iblc. Tass reported.

el republics trying to assert their in- 
dependence from Moscow have 
declared that local radio and tclcvi-

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Nevada suicide music trial starts 


RENO, Ncv. (AP) — A suit against tlic British 
rock band Judos Priest goes to trial Monday alleging 
tbnt n record contained subliminal messages to “do 
it” and caused two troubled young fans to shoot 
themselves in a deserted playground. 

Raymond Belknap, 18, held a sawed-off shotgun 
to his chin and died instantly from a single blast that 
afternoon two days before Christmas 1985. 

James Vance, 20, managed only to blow away the 
lower portion of his face. 

Horribly mutilated, he lived three more years, un- 
derwent repented operations and fathered a child be- 
fore his death on Thanksgiving Day 1988 of compli- 
cations from his injuries and a reaction to medica- 
tion. 

In one song by Uie popular heavy metal rock band, 
“Beyond the Rcalms-of Death," the-band sings: 
“Yeah. I have left the world behind. 1 am safe now in 
my mind. I’m free to speak with my own mind. This 
is my life, this is my life, and I'll decide, not you." ^ 

But the trial beginning this week will focus not on 
what such lyrics may have suggested, but whether 
there ■ was a second, all-bul-inaudible set of lyrics 
whispered in the background as a “subliminal mes- 
.sage." 

Attorneys for the Vance and Belknap's families 
say the two formed a suicide pact after drinking beer, 
smoking marijuana and listening to the “Stained 
Class" album over and overagain. 

They will try to convince Washoe District Judge 
Jerry Oirr Whitehead that subliminal messages on 
the album, touting the devil and encouraging listen- 
ers to "do it, do it," convinced the two friends that, as 
Vance allegedly told an investigator, “the answer to 
life is death." 

Lawyers for Judas Priest and CBS Records xVill ar- 
gue it was the young'men’s troubled lives, including 
a history of drug and alcohol abuse, psychiatric dis- 
orders and physical abuse, that pushed them over the 
edge. They deny any subliminal messages exist or 
that the band promotes Satan and suicide.

More Idaho nursing j'obs being filled 


BOISE (AP) — The number of 
vacant Idaho jobs for registered 
nurses is decreasing for the first time 
in six years as a result of higher 
wages and belter working condi- 
tibns, officials say. 

'“Oftjoursc, there's still a shortage, 
but it’s not as severe," said Leola 
Daniels, executive direcior'of the 
Idaho Board of Nursing. 

According to Nursing Board fig- 
ures, the percentage of unfilled reg- 
• -ister«I«nurse-pdsitions. fell from 6.1- 
percent in 1988 to 4,9 percent in 
1989. 


At St. Alphonsus Regional Medi- 
cal Center in Boise, the vacancy rate 
has declined to just 3 percent, a 
spokesman said. At nearby St. 
Luke’s Regional Medical Center, the 
rate is about 5.8 pcfq,cnt, in pan be- 
cause more patients .prompted the 
hospital to open new positions re- 
cently, said Sharon Lee, vice presi- 
dent of nursing. 

St. Luke’s pays entry-level regis- 
tered nurses with associate degrees 
-Sl l.53 an hour, up from SI0.58 two 
years ago. Top nursing pay is S 1 7,83 
an hour. 


Nurse turnover at St. Luke’s, 
which employs about 645 full- and 
part-time registered nurses, has 
dropped from 16 percent two years 
ago to 12 percent. 

“As a nurse and a nursing educa- 
tor. it has been very difficult to sec 
that brain drain." said Anne Payne, 
associate dean of the College of 
Health Sciences at Boise Stotc Uni- 
versity.

ed. 'If you’re in here to help me,' fine. 
But if you're here to get in the way, gel 
out!' 

“Danny looked at me and, with utmost 
sincerity, quietly said, 'Mom, I'm in here 
because I love you."' 

Kids arc like that - often out of synch 
witli adults - into their own world - exas- 
perating - but if you can get past your 
own microscopic view - mostly just plain 
lovable. 

How do you keep a child's, endearing 
characteristics in focus, even under the 
worst of circumstances? Here’s u philoso- 
phy of child rearing that may help: 

• View children as little people - not 
short adul^. Children s ee the world dif- 
ferently' than adults' and go in'rough pro- 
gressive stages of moral reasoning, winch 
involves the development of values, of 
empathy and respect for others, and of a 
sense of responsibility, says Thomas 
Lickona. Lickopa, author of a book called 
“Raising Good Children from Birth 
tlirough the Teen Years," also observes; 

i/'Thcsc stages of reasoning arc like a natu- 
ral staircase, which kids go up one step at 
a time. The higher the stage, the broader 
dtc child’s respect for others. 

“Kids just like adults, often slip down 
the staircase and use lower stages," he - 
. says. "Some kids move faster through the 
stages. But moral development isn’t u 
race; it’s n process. The important thing is 
to keep the process going." 

• From this perspective, accept kids as 
not having their acts together. They move 
in and out of cgoccntricily and. in the 
business of being children, they generally 
want what they want when they want it. 
They see the world through their lenses 
and, oficn, they can only see themselves. 
One preschooler demonstrates: “I like it 
here,” he says to his grandmother, "be- 
cause there arc so many things to gel 
into." And when asked why he made a 
hole in the wall, he responds: "r jusi 
wanted to see what was inside." 

• Therefore, treat kids as little people 

(rather than short adults) who are in a dif- 
ferent world, and who have n unique per- 
spc«ivc_of their own. , 

'And'trcat them' as' people who'orirdoing 
the very best they can. Another 
preschooler says this very thing; "Why 
did daddy spank me?” she questions. 
“Doesn’t he know that I’m doing the very

Teaching your kids about money 

The object is to show the value of a dollar, not gain a second income

Money. It can be fun to find, 
easy to spend, hard to make and 
even harder to save. 

, . Most of us deal with it on a dai- 
ly basis, whether it’s going to 
work to. make sorite or not going 
to the movies because we don’t 
‘ have any. And in light of our na- 
tional debt, the rising costs of a 
college education, even the price 
of a gallon of milk, it's* easy to 
sec that parents realty cannot af- 
ford not to teach their children 
about money. 

So when should kids start 
learning about dollars and cents?

Glenn and Kenna Arrington of 
Twin Falls use several inclhod.s to 
teach their children about money. 
Money \s discussed at an early 
.nge, allowances arc given and not 
tied into performance or behavior 
and goals and budgets are set. 
Opportunities arc also provided 
for each child to cum and spend 
his or iier own money in a manner 
ofhis or her choosing. 

One popular way to give chil- 
dren experience with money is an 
allowance. Tlic Arringtons use 
this method with their four chil- 
dren. Michael, Mclea. Laura und 
Alex. In a rcccnl interview, Keii- 
nu ' und the kids shared some 
thoughts and feelings about how 
their family handles moiicy. 

"We give them an allowance to 
gel them used to handling pioney. 
so they don’t have to ask. It’s nice 
to have your own money, to have 
something to jingle in your pock- 
et," .said Kenna. 

Michael. 13. sporting a new hat 
he recently bought with his own 
money, nodded vigorously in 
agreement. 

"I get S5-a monlh-alluwanee — 
For ehorc.s. I mow the lawn and 
weed a flower bed once in a 
while. And I’m expected to keep 
my room clean. I also work fur 
my dad. I clean up around the 
shop and do odd job.s, whatever 
he needs,” said Michael. 

Michael spends his money on 
movies, skating. swimming, 
church and his scouting activities. 

McIca. 1 1, receives a month 
allowance and also works for her 
dad. “i clean his oHlce on Satur- 
day mornings for S3. My grandpa 
also gives us SS for a good report 
card.

The March l‘P>() issue of Mon- 
ey maga/.inc has a six-page article 
entitled, "Teaching S’oiir ' Kids 
About Money." It covers such 
topics as when and how to siait 
leaching your kids and gives ex- 
amples of different families' ap- 
proaches as well us some re- 
.source^ for books and othertinfor- 
tnulion on lielping to leach ihl* ba- 
sics of finance, 

According to the "Money" arti- 
cle, the value of coins in relation 
to their si/.e is an example of pos- 
.<vible obstacles in dealing with re*- 
ally small children. Almost all 
young children think tliat the larg- 
er the coin, ilic more it’s worth, 
so it might be difficult to con- 
vince a youngster that a dime is 
worth more than a nickel. 

The article also gives some 
guidelines I'or .allowances, .sucli as 
when to start and how to manage 
them, particularly .stressing flic 
idea of allowance for allowance 
.sake und nut as a reward for good 
or had behavior. By starting early 
und expanding and developing a 
child’s money-handling skills as 
he grows, you can help the child 
meet the goal of learning flniin- 
cial responsibility. In other words, 
aeeurdiiig to the article, (he goal 
should be to raise a child who is 
able to manage a year’s expenses 
by the time lie or she leaves 
home. 

If this all seems overwhelming , 
or you aren't overly confident in 
your own ability to handle mon- 
ey. remedy the .situation by study- 
ing up before you attempt to help i 
the kids,

The first is "How to Turn

nomics, beginning with the con- 
cept of law materials as lemons, 
water and sugar to the product - 
lemonade, to the ensuing con- 
cepts of inaiKigemcnl, competi- 
tion and price wars. The language 
is simple and the idea of a lemon- 
ade stand works well.

Buying toys? Consider safety 

There’s more to buying toys for your — or some- 
one clse's — child than picking out something the 
child will like. It’s important to moke sure the toy is. 
safe, a task that may not be as cosy os it sounds. 

Wbni .should you watch for? First, check the label 
for ogc-appropriatcncss. Contrary to popular bclict, a 
toy labeled "For .Ages 3 and Over" isn't good to give 
to a 2Tycnr-old. no matter how bright the child. The 
label means that the toy is likely to have small ports 
on which young children can choke, or sharp points, 
-strings or elastics that con injure kids younger than 3. 

These words of advice come from a brochure 
colled "Play It Safe,'* published by the Association of 
Triol Lawyers of American and the Johns Hopkins 
Injury Prevention Center. "Play It Safe” also notes, 
for cxamplc;' lhiit toy shoppers should check to moke 
sure that tattles won’t come apart.

* Since children are a unique 
breed • little people who are wcIMii- 
tended but shon-.sighleJ - recognize' 
that their behavior has evorylhing to 
do with them and very little to do 
with you. 

To put it othenvise • when kids 
don’t follow through perfeeily (or 
even nearly perfectly) - their behav- 
ior has to do with their.stige.of de- 
velopment rather than a Lick of car- 
ing. "I begin to personalize when my 
kids don’t follow through,” says a 
woman. "If they eared more. Iliey 
would help more. Can't they see 
these things (hat need to be doniJ? 
I’ve worked so hard for them and yet 
all they want to do is play. They must 
not love me.” 

• Slay calm. Says one woman: 
“Children evoke the 'jerk' response - 
they push and push until you turn 
into a jerk.” Says another hard- 
pressed woman wlio has experieneal 
this response; “I get mad wlicn the 
kids spill things, sometimes even 
when they just walk in the door aller 
I’ve cleaned house, because I can see 
things arc going to fall apart again. I 
end up yelling and screaming l)e- 
causc I start feeling so had about my- 
self when I can’t control the messes." 


• Recognize that children's behav- 
ior needs to be "sluiped” • not 
"forced.” "1 u.sed to treat nty teen like 
lie was u big Mae tnick. and ( would 
stand in from of iiim with my arms 
up to stop hint." says a father. “Now 
I just run along side of him, .son of 
shooing him here and there to keep 
him in the main lane.” 

• Plan on kids not complying - and 
(hen be pleasantly surprised "Wliep 
ihey.do, Tliis isnlt an ailiiude.lo show 
kids - it’s simply one to keep you 
from angering as quickly when 
you're disappointed, that a child 
hasn’i followed through. Remember.' 
kids ollcn WON’T follow through - 
that is the nature of children. Getting 
angry won't change that. However, 
telling children when they DO follow- 
through. will. 

• Utilize, then, the “shaping” ap- 
proach. Think about it - by the lime a 
child reaches adulthood - you want 
him or her to he trustworthy, reliant, 
honest, eoopenilive, generous, ear- 
ing, hiduslrioiLs, (rustwonliy, respoii- 
sihle, and the list can go on and on. 

How do you gel a child with these 
ilualilie.s? Acknowledge them when- 
ever you see even small evidence of 
(heir development, focusing on, .say, 
a eltild's behavior when lie IS telling 
the truth. 


And what do you do if a child mis- 
bcliave.s? Deal with the specific be- 
havior privately with lhe.se steps • 
which also constitute a "shaping" 
process: 

- Describe the misbehavior. Say. 
for example: "When 1 ask you to do 
something you oficn argue and say

WASHINGTON (AP) — A natu- 
ral substance called, transforming 
growth fhctor beta appcan to be able 
to limit damage to cardiac cells fol- 
.lowing a heart attack, according to o 
study published in the journal Sci- 
ence. 

In n study at the Jefferson Medical 
College in Philadelphia, a group of 
laboratory rats induced to have heart 
attacks suffered 50 percent less cell 
damage nflcr injections of transform- 
- Ing growth factor beto than did rots 
that did not receive the TOP beta, 

“TOP beta is a growth factor that , 
opposes some of the bad guys fol- 
lowing a heart attack,” said Dr. Al- 
lan M. Lcfcr, a professor at JefTcr- 
Bon, 

Lcfcr said his research team simu- 
lated heart attacks In 24 rots by nar- 
tlully blocking key arteries in their 
hearts. 

In 12 of the rats, the researchers 
injected o placebo. In the other 12, 
they ifjccted transforming growth 
factor bcU). 

For thosc-who received the TGF 
beta, said Lefcr, "the damage from 
the attack was much less severe. 
There was about 50 percent less In- 
jury with TGF beta than without it." 

The extent of heart cell damage 
was determined by mcosuring the 
amount of creatine kinase In tiie 
heart tissue following an ntiaek. 
Hearts darhaged when the blood sup- 
ply is interrupted, as in u heart at- 
tack, tend to lose creatine kimisc, 
said Lefcr. Tims, by measuring for 
the loss of this substunce. re- 
searchers could determine the 
amount of heart damage.

College Btutlents who smelted - 
CboeolUlc during a word exercise 
and again tlic next day when asked 
to remember their onswers did better 
Than others denied the memory- 
evoking nromo. 

Such on odor-bosed mcmory.stnii- 
egy could help .studcnl.H studying for 
multiple exams or airline pilot.s 
training for emergencies, said re- 
searcher Frank Schnb. 

His work provides the first linn 
scientific evidence that odors can 
help bring buck memories, said Bri- 
an Lyman of the Monelt Chemical 
Senses Center in Philadelphia. 

Schub, who did the experiments 
while ut Yule University, now does 
psychological research ut the Gener- 
al Motors Research Labs in Wurren, 
Mich.

New drug reduces spinal fractures in elderly 


BOSTON (AP) — A medicine 
that Bircngihcns elderlv women's 
fragile bones con cut their rl.sk of 
spinal fractures in half, significantly 
reducing the painflil and crippling 
effects of osteoporosis, a study con- 
cludes. 

The medicine, culled ctidronuic, 
reverses much of the slow loss of 
bone th at underlies ostcoporo.sls. the 
'bflttlc^ones disease that ultlicts un 
estimated 15 million lo 20 million 
Americans. 

The research shows that clidrunale 
cun prevent crushed vertebrae, 
which arc extremely commun in old 
age, cspcclolly among women. 

This fracture is the most frequent 
consequence of osteoporosis. How- 
ever, there is no evidence yet that 
the treatment will stop broken hips, 
which arc a less common but more 
serious hazard of the diseu.HC.

Women^trhigh risk not getting 
breast cancer testing, study finds

Most women In the age group at 
highest risk for breast cancer ure not 
getting screening mammography, 
which can detect curly cancer, ac- 
cording to a large survey sponsored 
by the National Cancer Institute. 

In seven studies of diflerent ureu.s 
of the United States, only 25 percent 
to 41 percent of the women sur- 
veyed said thot they hud received u 
mammogram in the past year. The 
two most common reasons given 
were that they did not kno w^ th ey 

not recommended it. 

The survey of more than 7,000 
women oged 50 to 74, sponsored by 
the NCI Breost Cancer Screening 
Consortium, contradicts the findings 
of a physician .survey for the Ameri- 
can Cancer Society published curlier 
this year, 

In that survey of more than 1,000 
physicians including general 
practitioners, internists and gynecol- 
ogists — 96 percent said that they 
recommend mammograms for pa- 
tients without cancer symptoms, 
Mammograms arc considered the 


best way tu detect early tumors that 
ure too small to be felt ns lumps in 
the breast. 

How can the result.s of the surveys 
both be true? 

“What I think you're’ seeing in 
that survey of phy.sicions is the very 
great interest in physlciun.s in breast 
cancer screening," said Or. Russell 
Harris, un iniemi.st and ossislont pro- 
fessor at the University of North 
Carolina' School of Medicine who 
chaired the committee that wrote the 
report on the NCI survey, which ap- 
pears in the current issue of the Jour- 
nal of the Ameriemt Medical As.soci- 
ation. 

But, with that said, Harris added: 
“Whot we're showing is that they’re 
not (recommending it to their pa- 
tients). Even (hough you want to do 
it, it turns out to be a pretty difTicull 
thing to do. People come to sec 
physicians because of arthritis or be- 
cause of high blood pressure or a 
bud cough. You first have to take 
care of the patient’s agenda. Then to 
get around to breast cancer screen- 
ing for all age groups is u difllcull 
thing to do." 

The NCI survey should surprise 


most doctors, Harris said. “Wc are 
uncovering » new educational need 
that most of us ns physicians didn't 
rculize was ilterc.” 

Many women tliougiii that u mam- 
mogram was called for only utler » 
lump in the breast was found, Tic 
said. 

"Tliev didn’t understand the pur- 
pose of a mammogram wax to find n 
problem before it becomes n lump. 
In all (he discussion about breast 
cancer, many women Imven’t under- 
stood the bottom line. The bottom 
line is that all physicians agree that 
all women in this nge group-should 
have u breast exum and o mammo- 
gram every year. It would snve 
1 0.000 lives a year.’’ 

About .44,000 women arc expect- 
ed to die this ycor of breost cancer. 
The .survival rale is much higher 
when breu.st cancer is caught and 
treated curly. Seventy percent of 
breast cancer pnticnis ore over ogc 
50, Harris said. The National Cancer 
Institute and the American Cancer 
Society recommend that women 
aged 40 to 50 get a mninmogrom ev- 
ery one to two years and afler ogc 50 
get one annually.

Medicare would 
paid for Pnp smears only if tlie 
patient were being treated for un 
existing gynecological vuncer or 
disorder or showed signs of 
some abnonnality.

About 13.500 new cases of 
invasive cervical concur arc ex- 
pected to be diognosed this year, 
and the disease is expected to 
cause about 6,000 deolhs. Of 
these, 3.700 cases and 2,500 
deaths will be among elderly 
women, the American Cancer 
Society estimates.

NEW YORK (AP) — A now tost 
can detect Down’s syndrome in fe- 
tuses in one day rather than the stan- 
dard three weeks, u company suys.

Down's syndrome is u form of 
mental retardation caused by having 
three copies rather than two of chro- 
mosome No. 21. It occurs in about 
one in every 800 births. 

Oncor said its testing system can

Under normal circumstances ev- 
eryone would lead the club king 
against this heart contract played 
by South. However, given today's 
bidding, what would you choose 
•against ono heart after East has 
converted your takeout double for 
penalties? 

Against the lead of the club king, 
dummy wins and South ruffs a club. 
He plays the ace and a diamond, and 
the defenders shift belatedly to a 
trump. South finesses, ruffs a dia- 
mond in dummy and scores another 
low trump, byruffing a club. That 
totals six tricks for South, and his 
remaining high trump gives him a 
seventh — making one heart 
doubled. 

When partner converts your low- 
level takeout double and opts for 
penalties, the first order of business 
is to keep declarer from scoring his 
small trumps. Partner's leave-in 
marks him with good trumps, so a 
trump lead promises to be most ef- 
fective. In today's ease. It makes a 
difference of two tricks. 

South wins the first trump and 
plays ace and a tow diamond. East 
overtakes alertly to lead a second 
trump, and South is finished. He can 
cash dummy's club ace and ruff a 
club, but he never enjoys a diamond 
ruff in dummy or a second club ruff 
in hand. Ea^l draws trumps as soon 
as he can. and South scores only 
three trump tricks and two aces for 
a penalty of SOO points.
